Russo, who appeared much 
calmer than Tuesday when he 
related details of the alleged 
conspiracy, said he visited a 
psychiatrist M when I needed to 
talk to someone." He said he 
had not seen a psychiatrist in 
1967 but had been under treat- 
ment for two years around 1960.

In his appearance Tuesday, 
Russo said he was in Ferrie’s 
apartment in September 1963 
r and heard Shaw, Oswald and 
Ferrie planning to assassinate 
Kennedy and make a getaway.

Dymond asked Russo if he 
had ever been under psychiatric 
treatment.

Dymond then asked if Russo 
had seen a psychiatrist in 1967. 

“I've talked to many doctors 
at LSU (Louisiana State Uni- 
versity)," Russo said. He is 
studying insurance underwriting 
at the Baton Rouge school.
